The present law makes it “un­ 
lawful for any person, persons, 
firm or corporation to sell tick­ 
ets for baseball games, football 
games, 
hockey games, 
theater 
entertainments 
or 
any 
other 
amusement for a price more than 
the price printed upon the face 
of said ticket.” 


Penalty prov ided for v iolation 
of the law includes a $5,000 fine 
for each offense. 


Howev er, in its 19 07 opinion, 
the Illinois Supreme Court said 
it saw nothing contrary to the 
public health or welfare inv olv ed 
in the sale of a ticket for more 
than the price stated thereon, if 
a person had tickets for sale and 
a buyer was willing to pay the 
inflated price. 


In v iew of that ruling, law en­ 
forcement officials feel it would 
be difficult to make the charges 
stick if arrests were made under 
the present law. 


According to the ISBA, a prin­ 
cipal objection to ticket scalping 
is the possibility of conspiracy 
between theaters or sports pro­ 
moters and their agents or em ­ 
ployes 
to 
create 
an 
artificial 
scarcity of tickets in order to ob­ 
tain the inflated prices. 
It noted 
the ciy of Chicago has an ordi­ 
nance prohibiting such collusion. 
Offenders could be depriv ed of 
their licenses to operate a sports 
ev ent or other amusement. 


Another Chicago ordinance pro­ 
hibits the sale on a public street 
of tickets for more than the price 
stated thereon.

Carefu l With That Chocolate Cake 
There really aren’t any secrets 
to cak e mak ing bu t there are 
some u sefu l facts to k now. Choco- i 
late, for instance. 
Unless you are very carefu l 
when you are melting chocolate,j 
you can easily overheat it so that j 
it becomes stiff, black and some­ 
what granu lar. It is a delicate 
su bstance, and will start to tu rn 


when you heat it over abou t 
15 0 
degrees F. If you ’ve been having 
chocolate trou bles, then may be 
you have been melting it over d i-, 
rect heat or in a sau cepan over 
too hot water. 
The safest method for melting j 
chocolate is to bring the water to 
ju st below the simmer in the hot-; 
tom of a dou ble boiler, remove 
from heat, then set the chcolate !

The debate over the •honesty” of the Vietnamese elections 
Should have ended when the American observers made their report. 
The gist of that report came front Professor Richard Scammon of 
the Government Affairs Institute in Washington who said that the 
procedures had been “reasonably efficient, reasonably free, and 


rea so n a b ly honest,” and added: 
” 1 would use exactly the same 
words to describe elections in the United States.” 
But the Vietnik s, having cried “fraud” before 
a single vote was cast, are now using the results 
they rejected in advance to beat the newly elected 
government over the head. “ l/ook . 
they say tri­ 
umphantly,” an unk nown peace’ candidate. Tru­ 
ong Dinh Dzu, ran second — and his vote was 
nearly half of what the touted government tick et 
polled. This proves that the Vietnamese people 
want peace at any price. 
But docs it? Truong Dnih Dzu was the only 
“ let's throw in the sponge” candidate. He polled a 
800,000 votes of 4.7 million votes cast — or roughly one-sixth of the 
total vote. That 17 per cent of South Vietnam's voters supported Mr. 
Dzu can be interpreted as a ‘ mandate” only if one accepts the fever­ 
ish logic of the Vietnik s and the New Left. 
That .Mr. Dzu was an unk nown — and a clown of sorts — helped 
him in the fragmented iMilitics of the Vietnamese political scene. The 
other candidates had their followings, but they also had their ene­ 
mies. Mr. Dzu profited by this, which is nothing uncommon in elec­ 
tions. That he was not tak en seriously by the electorate also helped. 
American voters have repeatedly turned to guitar-playing hillbillies 
under similar situations — as we saw recently in .Mississippi. 
The significant statistics in the Vietnamese elections can be found 
In (he distribution of the vote. The winning tick et carried 42 of South 
Vietnam’s provinces and independent cities. This spread indicates 
that there is national support for the new government — even as the 
83 per cent vote against Mr. Dzu's brand of unconditional surrender 
to the Communists represents the popular feeling in an embattled 
country. 
It has already been noted here in Washington that the results of 
the Vietnamese election did little to enhance Sen. Robert F . Ken­ 
nedy’s prestige. Bobby Kennedy had railed against the election, 
after having demanded it, and was one of the chorus shouting “ fraud” 
In advance. At the present time, he is trying to forget his past in­ 
discretion — which is standard operating procedure for him. 
The results have also helped President Johnson, by silencing 
some of his more virulent critics in Congress. The administration s 
military policies — and its seeming dedication to a “no win” strategy 
— leave much to be desired. But the attack s made on Mr. Johnson 
recently have been unconscionable in Iheir disregard of the facts of 
the situation. 
Many legislators are undoubtedly learning that what Americans 
want is decisive action to terminate the war with honor — not the 
:urn-tail-andrun policies advocated by the Vietnik s. At the grass 
roots, those who say, “ Let's get out,” preface it with “If we re not 
going to try to vs in, then . . 
To call for anything else would be irresponsible nonsense, and 
the American people have shown themselves far more aware of the 
Issues and the problems involved in Vietnam than, let us say, Sen. 
J. William Fulbright. And they are not tak en in by the equally 
nonsensical claim of the 5 ietnik s that the I nited States would lose 
nothing by running out on Southeast Asia at this time. 
Ask the Australians, the ThaLs, the Filipinos, and the people of 
other free nations in that region and they will tell you that retreat 
at this time would deliver them to Red 
(111113 and its trained sub­ 
versives, with consequences at which the world must shudder. 
Now that the administration has satisfied the demands of the 
Vietnik s by imposing an election in South \ietnam , its next step 
should be to begin putting first things first. The military has been 
suppressed by the White House and the Defense Department. The 
time has come to return military matters to the control of military 
experts and to let Secretary Robert Srange McNamara and his whiz 
k ids play other games with their computers. 
The time for nonsensical debate is over. Every day of continued 
delay only condemns American boys to death. The war could have 
been ended a year ago had Mr. Johnson really understood what was 
at stak e. It can be ended a year from today if he stops removing 
from the plow the hand he placed there.

WASHINGTON (NEA) - Hid­ 
den behind the 
fanfare 
of the 
presidential election, a quiet poli­ 
tical revolution has occurred in 
South Vietnam. 


Regardless of whether the re­ 
cent elections were well or poorly 
run or whether the Senate elec­ 
tion with 480 candidates for 60 
seats was a lottery or a bona fide 
election, a man-by-man analysis 
of South Vietnam's newly elected 
Senate shows an unusual number 
of extraordinarily high caliber. 
Example: Generals Huynh Van 
Cao. Tran Van Don and Ton That 
Dinh are army men noted as be­ 
ing incorruptible 
in 
a military- 
political setup in 
which 
many 
high-rank ing officers have been 
' openly on the tak e. 
A group of young Vietnamese 
army colonels who have been 
work ing to end corruption in the 
army have look ed to Cao as their 
leader. They suffered a major 
setback when he was removed. 
Example: Dr. Dang Van Sung 
is a courageous Saigon newspaper 
publisher k nown both as a sturdy 
critic of the government and a 
strong fighter against the Viet 
Cong. 
Sung has stood up to the Viet 
Cong in the face of several assas­ 
sination attempts. The VC, in one 
attempt on Sung's life, k illed his 
top editor. But Sung went ahead 
with publishing the pieces the 
Communists wanted suppressed. 
In Saigon's seamy politics. Sung 
is k nown 
as 
an 
uncorruptible 
man.

Vietnamese contacts of this re­ 
porter have gone through the list 
of men elected and discussed in 
detail the characteristics of the 
senators-elect.

But tak ing the 60-man group as 
a whole, the average standing is 
mark edly high.

the U.S. constitutional system and 
the Senate and
